AFTER TNE QUACKA, 


The last Legislature passed a blll regulating 
the practice of medicine in this county. The 
law also embraces the counties of York, Lancas 
ter, Crawſurd, Venengs, Warren, Adams, Bucks, 
Northampton, Lehigh, Elk, Armetrong and In- 
disna, It provides that alter · ine first day of 
June, 1870, ireball Le unlawful for any person to 
commence of coating the practice ot medicine 
or surgery in the counties named, who bas not 
precusied with the degree of Doctor of Mell. 
cine, and received a diploma from a chatteted 
medical college, os oher ivstituion authorized 
to grant diplomas, Ii fs made a misdemeanor 
fur any pera to practice medicine or surgery, 
or prescribe for any sick person, or perform apy 
operation for fee or rewanl in violation of this 
act, and upon œnriction ia any ur of cumpe- 
feat Jetiadietion, it imposes a fine of wot less 
tung one hundred nor moru than Svehuodred 
dollars, at the discretion of the court, ovo half 
of which fine goen to the io ſora · er. and the otber 
half to the county in which such foe be 
enſoroed. It further provules that any person 
who shall attempt to practice medicine or surge 
| by opening a transient iiio ia way of the 

Otira named. ar who bel) by handbill or oth- 
er lorm of written or priated alverinement as- 
siga such transient + fice, or other place to owel 
pereons seeking medical or surgical advice or 
prescription sbalil belore being allowed to prac- 
tice ae aloruaald, appear before the clerk of tho 
court al the proper county, ang shell furnish 
satlefeciory evidence that de provisivas of this 
act have been complied with, and shall io addi- 
tina take out e licenge foo fur the use of the 
proper county of two hundred dollars, This 
Provisiva doce not apply to druggista ort degtista, 
nor io physicians commencing practice in any of 
the sail counties with the intention of residing 
pormancatly therein. This act does not apply 
lo persons who have bean cight years io oua- 
Unoous regular practice, athough they have sot 
graduated at a chartered malice! college, ur oth- 
er invitation authorized to great medical or 
surgical diplomas. ©

Great Spirit, Thou who ruleth the storm, who 
contruileth Ube surging cloud and dyrecteth the 
movements of planetary worlds, Thou art not 
the God of the Methodist, the Baptist, the Uni- 
veraalist, tbe Presbyterian, the Mahdémetan or 
the Pagan, but Thou art the God of tur Indian! 

We are too apt to look up n the Indeana, the 
repre-entatise of a noce nobly race, with a en · 
siderable degree of contempt, forgetUing that 
they are a class of penpic that have enlertsined 
the most correct idea of Deity. Bui in this ar 
ticle, it was not oor iatention th. vindicate the 
right of the Indians to the only true Gad, but to 
exanfoe their history and‘trace thet beautiful 
velo of aupernal inteYigence therein, that spark- 
les with rero gems, thal Kriens with incidents 
that indicate the bigh degne of spiritaality thet 
has cver existed among the Ied men of the fvr- 
est. 

Entertaining the beautiful idea that the Great 
Bpirit spoke from the rustlicg leaves, from the 
bursting bod, from the tipp! og stream, from the 
moaning thunders, from al things in nature, 
tbey were ever bokliug œnterw with Mim 
through [His manifold works, They wisely scp- 
arated God from ninbhipg. They heard His voice 
in tbe paticcing rain; they saw bim in the Sow- 
ers that decked their. rude home in the forest, 
and they ever worshipped fim, whetber around 


the war trail, secking some one to destroy. 

There ts something transcendenily grand con · 
nected with the histury of the Indians, Their 
language meant Lowers, the rustling lea ves, the 
green grass, the bubbling spring, the cheerful 
tunehine, the wiki gazelle, the laughing wa- 
tera,” the tying eagle—ia fact, tbeir language 
Was taught them by their Mother Nature. Proud 
moment when the Indian chicfiala In cauneil 
with his warriors, remarked to General IIurri · 
ton, who had neglected lo ufer him a seat, bot 
was rudely spurned by the mble chieftain when 
Le desired to rectify the mistake, in these words, 
“The carthis wy mother, and I will rep ose upon 
Ber bosum !* 


The speech of Lagan in council, was Indeed 
grend, and therein are gems of eloquence that 
thine beautifully eves when placed by the alde 
of thee brilliant idas of suctent and malera 
oratory, that Ube coul buysof today lorego well 
todeclaun Nut oniy chxyuent, not only logical, 
but lo many tuinga, they were highly artistic in 
tasto and viiginal in conception. ‘Greece, the 
“cradle of learning,” could invent au alpuabet 
to express lan uaꝝe and convey Ideas: so did one 
of the Red mon of the trest, a Cherokee, years 
ago, in the carly ectUcweat of ibo country, lu · 
vent as alphabet for bis teiba, as perfect for his 
language ay (he oao invented In Greece for the 
language of that period.

With the Indians, spiritaatity le largely de vel 
oped, and in all their emotions they feel he pres 
ence of the Great Spirit they worship. Their 
mediums are cumerous to-day, bul far lees in 
numbers than formerly, In consequence of the 
vices of the white race that have been luirodue 
ed among them. 

Theie method of developing mediums fs at once 
Interesting, and while,1n sume instances,the prac 
+ thee may be considered weird and uncouth Ip 
nalure, yet there la a philosophy in tbe same, 
thet is worthy of altentlon. 

Among some tribes, it was customary for them 
to call those together, both male ang female, who 
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In the presence of a superior power. Steadily 
he beats the drum es bis vice keeps time, seem- 

ingly Leckoolag some influence from above to 
come and assist hiù. Svon, a spiritus! influence 
is àt work; a birches broom In the erer les ves 
ite place apd takes a p»ition hy tbe side of 
the Indian; his hatchet, lying near, is placed 
in his girdid; the string of his bow is drawn

nut In his batr. He bid the broom to move, and 
it obeya him: de orders the arrow to return to 
the crevice, and they instantly heed ble com- 

mand; be tells the feathers, one by one, tn leave 
their plate in ble balr, and like willing servants,

the tent em to be imbucd with life, and become 
bis aervants, for la them even. be ash) the Great 
Spirit d eld, and st only would talk to the Red 
man. While this wonderful scene was going on, 
a knock was heerd at the door, accompanied 
with some strarge exclamation peculiar to the 
Todlans, when an Indian was brought In whose 
leg was badly swollen, the result af ascrere 
strain. He was placed in the ernire of the tent, 
to be operated upon by the Medicine Man. ilh 
incantalinns were renewed again fora while, 
until the prence of the Great Spirit was desig. 
nated by the moving A the brvom to the side of 
the patient. While beating the drum, be walked 
arwad the patient, bis 5 fested upon bim, n 
beaming, seemingly, with An electric fire. Ile 
places one haud on tbe swollen limb, and w'th 
„the other besls the drum, to drive, as he thinks, 
Ue inflamination apay. Strange to say, tbe In 
dian soon rises and Irrely uses the limb without 
expericecing the least pain, having been entirely 
Tetieved, Thus ended the scene thet revealed so 
many startling truths, 

Among some tribse at the present day, medi 
ums are developed by a sysiem of starvation, and 
in most cases, it le very successful When one 
is found that N. eee an organization adapted 
for the deteloparcal of meduuistic yuatities, be 
is required to rei some quiet place in the forest 
sud there remain, until called tor, not being al 


undergoing this severe orJesl, vixilant sentinels 
are bear, watching, and when life can eudure 
the restraint nu longer, be is taken to a but and 
allowed a tery little broth, just enougb to sntain 
life, and be is kept in this hall starved condition - 
until c’rirvoyance is developed, when be is 
gra.

Many of the Western tribes of 
Indians at the present day adopt this prictice 
for the development of propbets, clairroyaats or 
Medicine Mev, as they are generally called, 

Among the Indians at the present day are 
many Soe clairvoyante and medlu nt; and were 
it not tor this feet, they would not be able to 
f withstand tho scurg: of the white min tothe 
extent they dv. 

The discovery af this continent was forestiad- 
owed to the Indians by their Medicine Men, who 
drew a representation on snd of the ship ia 
which Columbus sailed. 

Indeed, it ds trus that there have been as many 
prophecies veri led. made by the mediums among 
the Indians, as were found to be onrroct, when 
made by prophets of Biblical times. 

Do nat, then, spurn the Iadians. They are 
children ol Nature. They worship the Great 
Spirit. There is s beauty in their language that 
speaks Tolumes of grand teutha The G x! of the 
orthalox churchs dus Into utter tasigaificance 
«beo compared with tre Great Spirit of the 
wild Iodlen. But the race is gradually fading 
Laway. Stiil there u grandeur io their bistory, 
untok meaning in their destiny! Ancieat forn- 
ifications and wurke of ar: speak significantly of 
faded giarics, Svon they will only livo la his- 
tary. Rome he! its Cicim, Greece ite Demos- 
thencs, but in their oratione can not be found 
more brilllant goms of thought than sparkle in 
the speeches of a Logan, a Philip, and many 
others whose names bave long since paste 
away. è

ORGANIZATION. 


We have felt called up n to deal plalnly wit 
the perversions of tho objects"of organizati 
which have been practiced by officials sod even 
ing pretenders, not htougd any prejudloe ta- 
wards organizitions wisely constituted, but from 
a sincere desire to arouse public sentiment to a- 
realizing sense of the perils that beset our new- 
ly developed philoswpby . 

It is exccedlagly difficalt for the mlad ta rise 
abore the old recognized religious foststutions 
which have en long held sway and ruled the 
people with aa irva rod, compelling obedience 

to ths mandates of loaders. 

Nothing is more natural than for those who 
propose to provide forme of organization for 
L cal, State or National instivtions, to copy to a 
very great extent, from such systems, Those 
have ever beso constructed upon plans celca- 


possessed certaln marked tralu of character, and; lated to bold individual members in the most 


placing them side by elde on a rude seat in the 
forest, aged warriors wouki form a circle, and 
with stately tread walk around them, chanting 
some war song, and fovoking the presence of 
the Great Spirit. This was usually kept up for 
two ot three bours at a Ume, edd during that Re 
riod, the motions of those sitting eo the lower 
circle would iodicate the presence # sor e dpe- 
rior power. At tbese cirelea it was often the case 
that some one of the number congreg sted wae 
entranced, through whom emme spirit wn 
speak in the language of various tribes.

Chg myron 
ment of the rude faralture in bh wig Wien 
the party had collected together, thé Indian, ef 
Medicine Man ss he de called, commecced best- 
Iing his drum and engine s o zoog Noown 
only to himeelf. The spectators sorveyed the 
scene with a good desl of Interest, fog the ear- 
metnes of tho Indisa, his calm dignified de- 
mesnor, and the peculiar expreaston of his oas- 

tensoce, seemed to Indleste that they felt that 


abject mental servitude. To meintaln caste or 
position In society, they mast rigidly adaero to 
all the G@rmules of thelr charch,—listen ui no 
other doctrine,—receive the dogmss put forth 
Wa system of fatth, and pay fishes for les sup- 
port uoder penalty of excommunicition aod 
disgrace. In a word, tho leodency of member- 
ship in all church orgsatzstions, 1s to circum: 
scribe ahd esta ve toe mind wader 
penalties of physical or mental pain, in degree 
as tbe organizatioa is more or lese libersl. It 
has been the afm of Spiritualists to dissnthrall 
tho mipds of men and women from this servitude. 
As our philosophy discards all theological dog 
mas, 00 we alm at e system of organization tree 
from ruch powers as will enable clames of men, 
directly or indirectly, to exercise an influence 
Prejadicie! to the largest freedom of thonght 
the tight of expression. That object has 
sen thwarted by doslgoing individuals 
We bare cocsplained, asd we thlok jasUy, of 
the eee of unwarranted power by onicials 
In the name of “organizations Wo plalnty see 
Spat Mable poblic s eqptinant la not aroused upon

that the tendency bas been “to centralization of 
power; io a compuleory moneyed system of 
metuburebip under penalty of no voicu in the 
new dispenration of spirit communinn; to 
oficial interference to crash out men and news- 
papers that dared to protest against intrigue, 
corrpption and fraut. . 

At a future period, we may be inspired to 
checly compare the doings af cach National 
Convention upon this great subject of urgauizs- 
tina, and expoee the cuntloyed tenceacy to- 
centralization of power. At present, we will 
obly quote the concluding article of the Firat 
ational Organization which was institute! at 
tpe National Convention beld in Philadelphia, in 
Nctober, 1868, and which was intended to be 4 
feguard against usurpation. It reads as fol- 
lows:

‘We are very well awsre that nelther tho 
Mormons or they who would suppress them, as 

liticians or religionista, are prepared for the 
one of abis a great American ides or pain: 
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ciple; but we are equally well aware of the 
fact that all must be made ready, and hence this 
article. Millions of bitter aod jealous enthi 
este would clap thelr bands In extacy to wituess 
the destruction of the witedam by the 
application of this principla but would have it 
stop abort of interfering with other customs and 
usages with which-they are deeply identified. 
But we beg to warp ail such that tbe great God 
of principle ls no such respecter of persons; 
and that the God or power, which shall destroy 
polygamy, as destroy it He will, will also visit 
every hearthstone in America etd perform è 
similar work, by abasing those who are self-ex- 
alte’, and geatly filing up thoee who have 
bombled themselves, for His will avd strength 
are put forth to equalize. 

Neither men or women will then be bound In 
marriage or olberwise by arbilrary law or cys- 
tom; for then all shall know God (this great 
principle) from the least to the greatest, amd, 
will follow ln His precepta, for they are ways of 
pleasantress and peace, All this may seem to 
the general reader quite impracticable, because 
written somewhat m an allegorical style ; but, 
in all sober caroestoees, we foci inspired tn say, 
by the fire of lospiration wbich burns into our 
drain and moves our pen, as we inilite these 
thoughts, ſrom disembodied Mlada who encircle 
our Kolsteps, thal Americans must, af no very 
distant day, put iu practice that which they 
have 80 long beld in theory.

` in ap esrtbeu pitcher; also a tumbler. You ui 


then redace the light, —oot put it out and thea form 
the circle aroused the table on which stends the 
water"—all of this was complied with. Then tbere 
came many loud avd continued reps, with ebskiog 
of the table; then the tumbler brgan a rotary or- 
cheating motion frequegtly striking heavy rape up- 
on ide table. Then the Pitcher was taken up of 
of the table, and Upped up ove: the fambler until 
the glase was Blica half fall of water. The clase 
coniluued ebaking and osciilatiog for ten or fifteen 
minutes lu a violent manner. throwtog some of the 
Water out oa to thetabie. Thea the wotion mod- 
erated down to a gentle rotary oscilisting one, and 
all thie-without contact with bowen bacds. Theo 
came to the rim of the tumbler, smali globales of 
light, sume eparkilng Ike the diamond, some dive, 
some whites, others red and yellow. These con- 
toved to come and drop into the water la the tum 
bier. Sometimes we could hear a alignt polse soch 
es might be made by droppiog a small spark of fre 


plessant aroma, log the whole room. This cun- 
tinued fall twenty minutes. Thea we were order- 
ed to GII the room with light, which was doce, and 
then we found in the alesse little over a gill of 
naula of the color of pale brandy and as beavy as 
castor oll, and of è elarp, pungent smell peculiar 
end undesirable, with a sberp blue tasto like put- 
aah of other albill. . 

The split then sald, Cle eck cquaw siz big 
drops at enn up and sun down, end when medicine 
code. we come and make more.” Our circle was 
then over. 

Sister 8. began taking the medicine as directed, 
and soon begen to mend. 

The reader will bear la mind that ihe Medical 
Faculty bad given this women up as incurable. 
She had deen cunfiued to har room, sod bsd to be 
brought dun n by ber utende to auend the circle, 
Teo Gaye eabsecquently, oo met ber op the etrect 
Íu her canı iago, and of shaking bends with ber, sbo 
exclaimed, “Bruther, bs Ìt not wonderful—thie spir- 
n power, and what they have done tor me?” But 
then her cuvotenance changed, and lu a sorrowful 
tone of voice, sbe sald, * Du you know, brother, 
that my friends are oppored to my using this med- 
Icloe,” saylug that thes fear li ts teum the Devil. 

Later, a purtion of tule medicine under went a 
chemical soalyels, and found to contain the com- 
mon properties of water. after which, the friends 
of ide lady withheld tbe medlelue, refusing to let 
ber take It. Then che began to fall rapidly, snd 
eoon was unable to be about. . 

Late lo December, we called on ber, aod found 
her very low, tiling reply, aud then be told 
us under a marked excitement, “They declared that 
the modiciuc wae the work of the Deu and then 
took it away.” £ 

Wo went to ber mother and brother, demandiog 
to know what bed vero dune with the spirit med- 
iciLe. The mother replied, * Wo have submitted 
the medicine to able Doctors aud to our minleter, 
and we havecencluded nut to give anything to 
Charlotte that we do nut know what It is made 
of, and to de frank witb yuu, sir, we thlok.the 
medicine was made by the Devil, and we are afraid 
thet It wili coet ber. her soul, aod our miaister 
thioks It wrong to take the medicine.” 

Late le December, we made a tour through the 
West, expectiog Ww be guno two or tree months. 
Tho eventog defore we icf, we called on our sick 
sister, aod sbe promised us faltbfally tbat If sho 
Paced away before our return, that abe would 
come to us aud let os know of the fact. 

On the tb of December, 1854, we left for Cin, 
elnatl. Chicago, and other Westeruleliles, refarving 
on the 27th Feb., of 1855. e fret call was upor 
our sick sister, Charlotte Stewart. We fouad her 
aljre, but not able to epesk aloud or to rales ber 
band to her bead. aad only to speak la a whisper. 
Bhe told us that the aagele were with ber contio- 
nally aná that she could hear them telk and see 
them. We asked ber if she wes afraid to go loto 
tha unknown lend? 

„No fear whatever, there is bo death,” shere- 

eð. 
eae we soked her. Do you remember your 
promise to us last December?" . 

Her coustenance lighted up with celestial light, 
and then sho sald, pressing oar hand, “I have not, 
and I hall keep my promies.”
